7. So it is farther fpecified in the 2d feparate Ar- 
ticle, That in cafe the Empire fhould, out of Ma- 
tred to the faid Treaty, and the A fliftances therein 
promifed, declare War again{ft France, neither 
Brandenburg nor Brunfwick would then furnifh to 
fuch War the Contingent they ought to fend to the 
Empire and the’ Circle ; but would, onthe contra- 
ry, do every Thing in Conjunction with Fratice, 
till Peace fhould be reftored. Which diffo}ves the 
whole Bond of the Empire, and rejects al] Depend- 
ence and Obedience with refpeé to his Imperial Ma- 
jefty and the Empire. 

8. This is not only an a&ual Separation fromthe 
whole Empire, but an Union with thofe, who in 
fuch Cafe are declar’d Enemies of the Empire; both 
which are manifeft Contraventions of the Peace of 
the Coiintry, and ofthe other Fundamental] Laws 
of the Empire, which have been fworn to, and 
which fubje& the Tranfgreflors to the Penalties 
therein mentioned. 

9. Butalfo, in the 3d feparate Article, the fol- 
lowing Words are contained, among others 5 That 
in cafe, on the Part of the Empire, a Rejolution fhould 
be saken (in Manner as is mentioned ia that Article)

and confequeatly, all Right and Power of judging ; 
2, Likewife the Peace of the Country is at anend; 
3, and the bringing in of Foreiga Troops, which 
is not allowed even to the Emperor himfelt, accor- 
diag to the Capitulation at the Election: Oa the 
contrary,-4, Thefe faid contracting Powers may, 
at any Time, according to their own Will and Plea- 
fure, feize by Force the Rights they have, or pre- 
tend to have, and fecure them by Foreign Nations, 
agsioft.the Majefty of che Empire, againit rhe su- 
preme Judge and Lord, and againft their Fejlow- 
States. 

10 In this Manner.one may fee, that a formal, 
Offenfive and Defenfive Alliance has been concluded 
againf{t his |mperial Majefty and the Roman Empire, 
whieh, as has been faid before, is contrary to all 
the Oaths, andtothe Duty of a Member of the Em- 
pire; and confequently cannot pafs without great 
Difturbance in the Empire, and likewrfe without 
the Danger, Damage, and opprefling of all the 
Rights and Juftice belonging to the states thereof, 
with their Countries and People : And therefure, 
to ommit many other Things for the Love of Bre- 
vity, nothing remains to be done, or is more ad- 
vifable, than to oppofe it honeftly, like Patriots, 
with his Imperial Majefty, and noi to accede to 
fuch.a Treaty, and to the dangerous and precipitate 
Views concealed therein, but rather to contribute 
in Time, all that is poflible towards maiataining 
the publick Tranquillity in the Empire; and in all 
Chriftendom.
